Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Clark et 
al. (6,904,717). Clark et al. (6,904,717) discloses a driving apparatus comprising a 
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plurality of driving sources (32 and 330), a plurality of driving gears in the form of worm 
gears (356, 358, 362) and worm wheel (364, and/or any one of the worm gears), a 
striker (322), and an assisting mechanism (344 and/or 366). Clark et al. (6,904,717) still 
further discloses sensors connected to the drive sources which sense when the latch 
has moved to a full latched position (see figure 22 and column 22, lines 53-67 and 
throughout the patent which discloses basic operational parameters). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. patent to Hamada et al. discloses two motors, which drive a 
closure, and latches the closure.
